Voters will be asked to ap- 
prove the proposed 26-cent rise 
in the present operating tax rate 
of $1.51 on each $100 assessed 
valuation. The new rate would 
be $1.77. If it is rejected by a 
majority of votes cast, the rate 
will fall .to the constitutional 
maximum of 89 cents. 

Also on the ballot will be two 
separate bond issue .proposals— 
one for $24,297,000 for replace- 
ment, modernization and addi- 
tions to present schools; and 
one for $5,238,000 to bring pres- 
ent schools into compliance with 
the city’s new fire safety code. 

10-Cent Rate Now. 

The board is now levying a 
10-cent rate to retire about $26,- 
000,000 in outstanding bonds of 
the 1951 and 1955 issues. Board 
Secretary-Treasurer Mervyn E. 
Wiethaupt said it was impos- 
sible to determine how much 
the bond retirement tax rate 
would have to be raised to re- 
tire the proposed new bonds. 
Ehrhardt expressed the opinion 
that a rise of not more than 5 or 
6 cents would be needed.

NAY AGAINST 
HIGHWAY ROUTE 
THROUGH PAR 


St. Louis County Supervisor 
James H. J; McNary today 
voiced his opposition to the pro- 
posal to route the Circumferen- 
tial Expressway through the 
county’s new Grand View Park. 

A delegation of 51 county citi- 
zens went to Jefferson City yes- 
terday to urge the Missouri 
Highway Commission to retain 
this route, as originally proposed 
| by its engineers, and reject three 
other possible routes which 
| would bypass the park at Grant 
and Gravois roads. 

McNary said the county has 
spent about $90,000 developing 
| the rk, and he would much 
| Prefe that this investment not 
| be sacrificed. 

If the state does take the park 
| property, the county would ex- 
| pect full compensation, he added, 
stating that the money might be 
used to acquire a 232-acre tract 
at Jefferson Barracks which the 
county has been trying to obtain 
as a park from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Before a public hearing on the 
route was held here last month, 
McNary had instructed Charles 
Skow, county park commissioner, 
to testify in opposition. Both 
Skow and Hermann F. Wagner, 
county planning director, spoke 
against the park route 

The Circumferential Express- 
way will be a 40-mile highway 
carrying traffic around St. Louis 
and East St. Louis. The section 
under consideration at yester- 
day’s hearing, designated Inter- 
state Route 244, is an east-west 
stretch of 5.9 miles extending 
from Sylvan Beach to the Jef- 
ferson Barracks Bridge on a line 
paralleling U.S. Highway 66. 


CATHOLIC BISHOP 
OF BELGRADE IS 
HONORED BY TITO 


BELGRADE, Feb. 10 (AP)— 
President Josip (Tito) Broz deco- 
rated the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Belgrade yesterday 
with the high Yugoslav People’s 
Order of Merit, First Class. It 
appeared to be a gesture toward 
improving relations between the 


government and the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. 

Dr. Josip Ujcic received the 
decoration on his eightieth birth- 
day. It was presented by Do- 
brivoje Radoslavijevic, Tito’s 
minister of church affairs. 

The oficial news agency Tan- 
jug said Dr. Ujcic, chairman of 
the Bishops’ Conference of Yugo- 
slavia, had worked for better re- 
lations between church and state 
despite serious obstacles. 

Dr. Ujcic. said thousands of 
Roman Catholics hope Yugosla- 
via and the Vatican will renew 
talks and settle their relations, 
the agency reported. 

Yugoslavia severed diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican in 
1952, charging interference in 
Yugoslav affairs.

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One or the Other 


After a quarter century of delay, procrasti- 
nation and equivocation, the riverfront nation- 
al park seemed to have the congressional 
green light. But now there are signs that 
Washington foot-dragging may break out all 
over again. What a reflection that would be 
on the Government's good faith! 


Representative Michael J. Kirwan, chair- 
man of the subcommittee considering the next 
appropriation for the project, is quoted as say- 
ing that he has “serious reservations.” That 
was hardly the impression he gave after hear- 
ing Representative Clarence Cannon, chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, and 
Mayor Tucker explain the need for more 
money than the. $1,650,000 recommended for 
the work in the Administration’s budget. 


While Conrad L. Wirth, director of the Na- 
tional Park Service, told the. subcommittee 
that $8,565,000 would be needed in fiscal 
1962 if the national memorial is to be com- 
pleted by 1964—in time for the bicentenary 
of St. Louis—he now says that he never gave 
any assurance that it would be completed by 
that date. This sounds strange—very strange, 
indeed—to those in St. Louis who heard him 
announce 1964 as “the target date.” As a bu- 
reaucrat, Mr. Wirth may want to keen every- 
body happy, especially his bosses in Washing- 
ton. But such talk will not make anybody 
in St. Louis happy. 


As Representative Cannon told the sub- 
committee, this is not a local pork-barrel grab. 
The riverfront park is a federal undertaking, 
a monument to a most significant fact in our 
history: the Louisiana Purchase and the sub- 
sequent westward exvansion of the nation, the 
fact that made the United States a continental 
country stretching from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific instead of being hemmed in and per- 
haps dominated by France, Spain and Great 
Britain, If anybody has forgotten how real 
the dahger was, let him read Henry Adams's 
history of the days in which a few bands of 
frontier fighters almost were faced by the 
veterans and the generals who had conquered 
all Europe for Napoleon. This calls for a 
monument, a noble monument. 

St. Louis has a very special interest not 
only because of the location of the memorial, 
but because it also participated in the financ- 
ing of what might well have been an ex- 
clusively federal project. Not only did the 
city .vote a bond issue in 1936 to share costs 
with Washington, but it also promptly took 
40 blocks.of property off its tax books te clear 
the site. So far, all it has received is an eye- 
sore in its front yard. Representative Kirwan 
says that “somewhere along the line there 
must be an end to this.” He is right. The end 
must be the carrying out of the design—the 
design which came out of the $250,000 archi- 
tectural competition financed by St. Louis 
citizens—which was accepted by Congress, 
and the construction of which was authorized 
by Congress. 

St. Louis has been remarkably patient. But 
St. Louis had—and still has—faith in the Gov- 
ernment. It has gone ahead with various 
plans to enhance areas adjacent to the na- 
tional memorial. The latest is the stadium re- 
development into which $89,000,000 of pri- 
vate funds will go. Surely Congress will vote 
the much smaller sum necessary to keep the 
riverfront work from grinding to a standstill 
once. more. We believe that Renresentative 
Cannon, who hardly can be called a “waster” 
and a “spender,” and the members of the St. 
Louis delegation in the House and in the. Sen- 
ate will sée to this. 

The only excuse Washington might offer 
for breaking its word is the unworthy one 
that the countrv no longer is great enough to 
afford a splendid monument. Small-minded, 
unimaginative penny-pinching could build a 


monument, too.. It would be an unfinished | 


memorial, a reminder of lost boldness and of 
disinterest in what helped to make the United 
States the first power in the world. It is up 
to Congress to create one monument or. the 
other.

Certainly the people are entitled to 
action by Congress, but they also have a right 
to expect leadership from the executive 
branch.

Charges and counter-charges between Israel 
and the United Arab Republic evidence the 
possibility of war in the Middle East. Indeed 
Israel's Ben Gurion has warned his people to 
expect another one within the decade. Per: 
hape he feels that the U.A.R.’s stockpile of 
Russian arms again will have to be destroyed 
before it gets too big. 

At the same time, Israel has benefited by 
relative quiet since 1956. It is solving its eco- 
nomic problems, and does not want to undo 
this progress. Nor can Nasser be eager for 
more fighting when he is having troubles with 
Iraq’s Premier Kassim and Jordan’s King 
Hussein, Kassim will go to the Arab League 
meeting next week to advocate the creation 
of a new state to include the Gaza strip now 
under U.A.R. control. That is why Nasser 
may be glad to have a U.N. force in the area. 

The United States and the Soviet Union also 
are restraining influences. Moscow is using 
political. rather than military means in the 
Middle East and might not support the U.A.R. 
in a war. And the United States, of course, 
has considerable influence over Israel, if only 
because of private remittances of American 
money. So it does look. like peace—the un- 
easy peace of the Middle East.

By far the most significant aspect of the 
record $183,052 contributed to the Missouri 
College Joint Fund in 1959 is the fact that 
the fund is growing-—-both in size and in the 
number of those supporting it.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP) 
~The space age has outdated 
parts of the multi-billion-dollar 
interstate highway system even 
before it is finished, House in- 
vestigators heard yesterday. 

They were told this stems 
from the tardy realization of de- 
fensé. planners that approved 
bridge and overpass clearances 
are too low to permit passage 
of track-borne ballistic missiles. 

This and other possible short- 
comifgs in highway defense 
planning were investigated by a 
special House subcommittee in- 
vestigating work on the 41,000- 
mile interstate network. That 
network will not be completed 
before 1975, at a cost of 40 bil- 
lion dollars. 

D. Ken Chacey, assistant chief 
of transportation for the Army, 
testified that highway planners 
established a 14-foot vertical 
clearance as the standard over- 
pass height in 1956 when the 
system was authorized. 


Approval Reversed. 

Although his office was con- 
cerned about this, Chacey said 
it was not until mid-1958 that the 
military and missile agencies 
reversed their previous approval 
and recommended minimum 
clearances be raised to 16 or 17 
feet. 

The Federal Bureau of Roads, 
@s a result, just last week re- 
vised standards to provide for 
@ vertical clearance of 16 feet. 

Armion Leonard, vice presi- 
dent of the heavy specialized 
truckers conference of the Amer- 
ican Trucking Association, state 
that the recommended 16-foot 
clearance was not adequate. 

Leonard,. whose company 
moves Atlas missiles from the 
west coast to Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., said he thought minimum 
clearances should be 17 or 18 
feet. 

The committee heard no offi- 
cial estimate of additional cost 
involved in raising existing 
structures and revising plans, 
but chairman John A. Blatnik 
(Dem.), Minnesota, had esti- 
mated earlier it would exceed a 
billion’ dollars.

She is one of five Negroes at- 
tending Central High School, 
where integration of nine Ne- 
groes was enforced by federal 
troops in 1957 after mob vio- 
lence broke out. 

The biast was the first vio- 
lence directed at the home of 
one of the Negro students and 
it was the first Over integration 
since bombings: last Labor day. 

Police began @ search for’ two 
automobiles. ed erniging in 
the area shortly before the ex- 
plosion near the front steps of 
Cartelyou Walls’s home. 

Police said the explosive ap- 
peared to be two sticks of dyna- 
mite. Dynamite also was used 
in -the Labor day bombings 
whieh damaged School Board 
offices, the office of Mayor Wer- 
ner Koop and Fire Chief Gann 
Walléy’s station wagon. 

Authorities moved swiftly in 
those bombings. Five men were 
arrested in three days. Three 
were convicted later and given 
three-year prison sentences and 
a fourth, who pleaded guilty, 
was givenia five-year term. The 
fifth still is to tried. 

Last night Police Chief Gene 
Smith, ailing with influenza, got 
out of bed to take personal 
charge of the investigation. Po- 
lice blocked off the area around 
the Walls home. Two detectives 
and two uniformed patrolmen 
kept an all-night watch. 

“‘We’ve got several leads and 
we’re checking them out,” said 
Assistant Chief R. E. Glasscock. 
He would not elaborate.

To Vote in Presidential Elections 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP) 
—Congressional backers of the 
Eisenhower Administration's civ- 


il rights proposals have picked 
|up an unforeseen argument: 


Other plans may not protect 
the right to vote for the highest 
office of all—the Presidency. 


The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee yesterday touched briefly on 
the effect the two principal vot- 
ing plans now under considera- 
tion may have in presidential 
elections. The subject then was 
left for discussion later. 


These two plans call for: 


1. Referees to be appointed 
by federal judges and to help 
secure the rights of Negroes 
and others who may be dis- 
criminated against. The ref- 
erees could function at every; 
Stage of the voting process 
and in every kind of election— 
state and federal. This is the 
plan backed by the Eisenhow- 
er Administration. 


2. Registrars to be appoint- 
ed by the President when state 
officials discriminate. The 
federal registrars could func- 
tion only in elections of federal 
officers, and then only to the 
extent of protecting the. right 
to register—not to vote and 
have the vote counted. 

The President is certainly a 
federal officer. But, as Ameri- 
cans rarely stop to. remember, 
nobody votes directly. for a 
President. . The votes are cast 

for electors, who theoretically 
elect the President. 

The question .that committee 
members explored briefly with 
deputy Attorney General Law- 
rence E. Walsh yesterday was: 
Are presidential electors state or 


federal officers? 


They are elected state by 
state. They do not even go to 
Washington to perform their 
nominal function. The electors 
of each state meet in its capital, 
go through the formality of vot- 
ing for the tandidate to whom 
they were pledged and certify 
the result to Congress, which 
tabulates the vote. ° 

Walsh said that, so far as he 
knows, there has never been a 
court determination of the ques- 
tion. He agreed it might well 
arise under federal civil rights 
legislation limited to voting in 
federal elections. 


He said the Administration 
plan clearly would apply to pres- 
idential elections, since it is 
based on the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment, forbidding racial discrimi- 
nation infringing the right to 
vote in any election, state or 
federal. 


Walsh said the right of Ne- 
groes to vote for state officers 
must be protected, because the 
local elections decide ‘‘who will 
run the schools and who will en- 
force, the laws, who will select 
the juries and who will be the 
local judge.” 

Representative Edwin E. 
Willis (Dem.), Louisiana, told 
Walsh he is seriously concerned 
about the lack of specific provi- 
sions in the bill for the proced- 
ures to be followed by the pro- 
posed referees. 

Willis said the legislation 
would allow persons cdmplain- 
ing of discrimination to rely on 
a previous finding that there was 
a pattern of discrimination. He 
said they would not have to 
prove specifically in their own 
cases discrimination because of 
race

—Gil Hodges, slugging first base- 


man of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
i has a good chance of crashing 
major league baseball’s top ten 
home run hitters this season, 
signed his contract yesterday. 

Hodges, with 345 homers, is 
eleventh on the list. Ahead of 
him are Babe Ruth 714; Jimmy 
Foxx 534; Mel Ott 511; Lou Geh- 
rig 493; Ted Williams 492; Stan 
Musial 412; Ralph Kiner 369;

Hodges had one of his best 
years in 1959. He had 25 homers 
and batted .276 and was an im- 
portant contributor to the Dodg- 
ers’ world series triumph over 
the Chicago White Sox. 


Beginning his fourteenth full 
season with the Dodgers, Hodges 
has set a goal of 30 homers and 
100 runs batted in for himself.

Shakespeare With hy e-Ca tehing 


A Happy Ending 


: LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10. 

WHAT MAKES “THE TEMPEST” interesting to me is its 
forgiving ending. This is one of Shakespeare's last plays and 
besides containing some of the most graceful, elegant and 
mature poetry, there is a sweetness in the ending that would 
not have been there 
earlier. 

Every writer — and that 
includes’ the greatest of 
them all — has one great 
theme and only one. He 
may toy with other themes 
but he will return in spite 
of himself to hig dominant 
theme, With Shakespeare 
the great theme is venge- 
ance and it runs as un- 
mistakably through his 
comedies as through his 
tragedies, as clearly 
through “Merry Wives of 
Windsor” as through 
“Hamlet.” Here again in 
“The Tempest” he is ob- 
sessed with getting even, 
The Duke of Milan (Maur- 
ice Evans) is his protagon- 
ist and almost from the 
outset he has the means 
of vengeance at hand, his enemies delivered to him in his 
island abode. 

This takes a good deal of the suspense out of the situation 
right from the beginning. Matters are not helped much by 
the fact that Prospero is a potent maker of magie and, while 
magic is great fun for a writer to play with, it turas his 
plots into oatmeal since how can you get at a magician? 

“The Tempest” opens with a storm, a noisy storm 
which contrasts beautifully te the peace and fairy-like 
charm of Prospero’s island, I wish I had seen the 
show in color. It cries out for color and I understand 
the colors, designed by Ruben Per Arutenian, were 
breathtaking. 

It was an impressive cast assembled by prodicer-director 
George Schaefer. Heading it was that old pro Maurice Evans 
who looked like a benign Mephistopheles as Prospero and was 
properly resonant and ducal. Reddy McDowall was so thor- 
oughly made up as Ariel that it was rather diffioult to judge 
him as an actor, so buried was he in grease paint. 

Lee Remick, the same girl who played the flashy wife in 
“Anatomy of a Murder’ was fresh and utterly lovely as 
Prospero’s daughter. She didn’t seem terribly at home speak- 
ing iambic pentameter but it didn’t matter. The only other 
actor, in fact, who spoke Shakespeare’s lines with the proper 
authority and glibness (besides Evans, that is) was Richard 
Burton, who was a marvelously brutish and sullen and oddly 
appealing Caliban, Others in the cast included Tom Poston, 
as a clown, one of Shakespeare’s less rewarding ones; William 
H. Bassett, who was handsome as the young lover; Liam 
Redmond, Ronald Radd, Geoffrey Lumb, William Lamassema 
and Paul Balentyne. Schaefer's direction was very simple and 
forthright. 

DIRECTLY FOLLOWING “The Tempest” came Perry 
Como, who has all but disappeared in his Wednesday night 
spot, heaven knows why. Well, I have a suspicion it may be 
Mr. Como needs Goodman Ace, who was his head writer. 
Mr, Ace, whose most recent effort, ‘The Big Party,” is now 
off the air, perhaps needs Mr, Camo, too. 

This is not to say it was a bad show, How could it be 
with Birgit Nilsson, the Metropolitan's new star; and Carol 
Haney, whom we see not nearly enough of. Miss Nilsson 
sang Liebestod, a stirring experience, but these amateur ears 
still don't rank her with Flagstad with whom she is persis- 
tently compared. 

WEEK IN, WEEK OUT, one of my favorite programs on 
the air is “Small World." If television has done much to 
destroy the art of conversation, this program has done much 
to restore it and restore it in its best sense. Here some of 
the great brains and the great personalities of the world chal- 
lenge one another and you can hear some great thoughts and 
seme prickly ones.

Pneumonia is inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, and there 
are several varieties of it. 
Sometimes bacteria causes 
it, sometimes a virus. And 
not always the same va- 
riety of either. 

Just as with a cold, you 
may have a light case or 
a hard one. ‘“‘Walking pneu- 
monia” is a case so mild 
that the patient isn’t 
knocked off his feet. Pneu-

As with a cold, you can insist on ‘staying on your feet” 
and being sick longer, or going to bed and giving nature 4 
chance to clear up the inflammation.

It seems that I feel better—have more 
energy and am not as tired, after I have given a pint of 
blood. (Maybe this could be a plug for the blood a. 

M. R. M.” 


No, your blood type does not change, and I think 
if you checked back on the records, you’d find your 
memory is playing tricks on you. 

As to feeling better after donating blood, I think 
you'll have to put ¢hat down to the emotional lift of 
having done a good deed. Donating blood (at suitable 
intervals) certainly doesn’t hurt one. Some people have 
given over 100 points! 


“Dear Doctor: 

“SOME OF US would like your comments on the effects 
of smoking and NOT inhaling. We are wondering if the 
statistics we read about the relationship between smoking 
and lung cancer apply to those who don’t inhale?—M. J. P.” 


A certain amount is inhaled by all smokers, whether they 
intend to or not, but the important fact is this: cigarette 
smokers, if they are heavy smokers, usually inhale deeply, and 
the statistics indicate that the heavy smokers (two packs a 
day or more) are far more likely to acquire lung cancer.

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courageous, far-seeing parents of 
retarded children who are 
largely responsible for the many 
gains that have been made 
lately. These parents have fin- 
ally rebelled against passive ac- 
ceptance of their children’s con- 
dition, and against their chil- 
dren’s endless hours of loneliness 
and emptiness. They have band- 
ed together to seek better things, 
first in little ‘kitchen kindergar- 
tens,’ then on to all sorts of 
advances. 


“You see, one of the biggest 
problems of the retarded child 
is loneliness. Living in a home 
and neighborhood with ‘nor- 
mal’ people, they often just 
can’t communicate with them, 
or comprehend what is meant 
by all that is being said and 
done around them. They feel 
isolated and cut off. In our 
highly competitive society, 
where so much stress is put on 
reading, writing, and getting 
ahead, they naturally feel yn- 
easy. In short, they don’t fit 
in. That is one of the big areas 
in which our association tries 
to function. 


‘Much of our work aims at 
getting the children together 
where they can be with others 
like themselves, and away from 
competition that is beyond them. 
We plan activities where they 
can have a good time in a re- 
laxed atmosphere, learn how to 
get along with others, and de- 
velop new skills within their 
capabilities. It’s amazing what 
the large majority of these chil- 
dren can do when given the 
chance.’’ 

To fully understand how these 
activities are benefiting retarded 
children, a person should visit 
one of the many projects of the 
association, such as the square 
dancing program. Like most of 
the agency’s work, this is in its 
infancy, having just ended its 
first year of operation. Held 
twice a month in the recreation 
hall of the Episcopal Church of 
the Holy Communion,- the pro- 
gram has a membership of about 
40 youths who are 15 years old 
and older. Attendance is nearly 
100 per cent, members staying 
home only for illness or some 
other compelling circumstance. 

The young people dance en- 
thusiastically and surprisingly 
skillfully, led by interested 
dance callers. There is at least 
one helper to each square, and 
more where needed. Boys wear 
cowboy hats or shirts. Girls wear 
square-dance dresses. Parents 
often watch from the sidelines. 

“The kids really look forward 
to this,’’ one mother commented. 
“Our boy has been asking to 
come since 2 this afternoon, and 
he really hurried his father 
through dinner, so we wouldn't 
be late. Even the postcard an- 
nouncement means a lot to. him. 
If you’ve ever had a little child 
home alone with you all day, 
you know how excited they get 
about parties. It means the same 
to these youngsters.”

There are so many seasonings and flavorings which are 
relatively low in calorie count. For instance, lemon juice, 
onion, garlic, vanilla, catchup, chili sauce, grated cheese, 
and the whole world of herbs. You can titillate your taste 
buds with these without damaging your hopes for success 
in reducing. 

Eggs are splendid on the reducing diet because 
they give you so much real essential nutritional value 
for so few calories. Of course if you fry them or 
scramble them with lots of cream and butter—that 
is a different story. I think that baked eggs are 
delicious. Grease, lightly, a muffin pan and put an 
egg in one of the wells. Add a dot of .butter, and a 
sprinkling of grated cheese and no reducer could 
complain. Hard boiled. eggs are good with a little 
salt and poached or soft boiled eggs, with only a small 
amount of butter and salt and some pepper ora little 
chili are always satisfying. ) : 

As a general rule remember to boil, bake or broil rather 
than fry foods. Substitute skim milk or powdered fat-free 
milk for whole milk, Whipped butter gives you the flavor 
with fewer calories; You can whip up some low-calorie 
é€ream with fat-free milk crystals. : 

Sea foods are. comparatively low in calorie-count 
—unless you fry your fish and add a cream sauce. 
You can eat quite a few shrimp and dunk them in 
catchup, with lemon juice and horseradish added. 
Lemon juice is really all you need on broiled fish. 

You really do not have to eat dull food just because you 
@re reducing. 

Also remember to take smaller portions and substitute 
fresh or water-packed fruit for desserts. Use the low-calorie 
dressing on the market or make your own with tomato 
juice as a base. 

Eat slowly!

The Baltic States 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10. 

A GREAT MANY PEOPLE in this country are still 
sympathetic toward the Baltic states—Lithuania, Latvia and 
Estonia—which years ago were deprived of their freedom 
and incorporated into the Soviet Union. ge 

The Soviets would have us believe that the majority of 
the people in these countries accepted the loss of their 
freedom with gratitude, but there are in our country many 
people who remember that these states were forcibly incor- 
porated into the Soviet Union. They remember vividly that 
there was no vote taken under any foreign auspices or in 
any way that could have given the people a chance to vote 
freely. . 

When this was done, in 1940, I can recall that my 
husband and I both felt that it was a very sad thing. 
But by the time the Yalta meeting was held Russia 
felt so strongly that these states were part of her 
mainland ‘that it was not possible even to consider 
them in the same way as the Iron Curtain countries 
along the western border were discussed. 


The natives of these Baltic states, who are in the United 
States, have an undying hope that the day will come when 
their native lands are again free. | 

Of course, it would be difficult to persuade the Soviet 
Union that it would be in a stronger and safer position if it 
were to grant freedom to these countries, It would be hard 
to convince the Russians that these countries would then owe 
them such a debt of gratitude that there would be a friendly 
tie that probably never could be broken. 

In this world, however, most of us are motivated 

by fear—governments more, perhaps, even than indi- 

viduals—and, therefore, such action by the Government 

of the Soviet Union seems a very remote possibility. 
‘the hope still lives in the hearts of those who are 

in America and who can remember with such deep 

affection ‘and devotion the countries of their birth. 

Perhaps someday there will be such security in the world 
that any area that wishes freedom will be allowed its freedom. 
If we can achieve such a state, the movement of people 
everywhere will be without any interference, since humanity 


will really have learned the meaning of brotherhood. 
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Thriving May-December Alliances

LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP). 

FIVE OF THE WORLD’S out- 
standing men of arts and letters 
are married to women young 
enough to be their daughters or, 
in a couple of cases, even their 
granddaughters. 

Yet despite the antiquity of 
the husbands, these May-Decem- 
ber alliances seem to be thriv- 
ing. 

The men—whose names are 
known to millions — are: 

Cellist Pablo Casals, 83 years 
old — his wife’s elder by 61 
years. 

Conductor - compdser Sir 
Thomas Beecham, 80 — 53 
years his wife’s senior. 

Poet T. S. Eliot, 71—38 years 
older. 

Actor Charlie Chaplin, 70— 
36 years’ difference. 

Philosopher Bertrand Vis- 
count Russell, 87—28 years. 

Numerous theories have been 
advanced as to why these mar- 
riages are successful. 

The Bishop of Buckingham, 
the Rt. Rev. Robert Milton Hay, 
advanced one of the most logi- 
cal, saying: “‘The’ gulf between 
the children and parents of this 
generation is narrowing. Chil- 
dren mature more swiftly. Par- 
ents stay younger longer.” 

The five husbands in question 
have this in common — they all 
lead active lives. 

Although Maestro Casals has 
slowed down—he had a heart at- 
tack two years ago—he’s far 
from feeble. Marriage appears 
to have rejuvenated Eliot and 
Beecham. As long as anyone can 
remember, Lord Russell has 
been active, bright-eyed and vig- 
orous. 

Chaplin’s seventh child was 
born last December. 

“The main thing towards hap- 
piness,’’ said 22-year-old Marta 
Casals, “is leading a life that 
is really full. Full of things that 
really matter. “That’s why I’ve 
probably never been conscious 
of the differences in our ages.” 

Like the other four pairs the 
Casals find enjoyment in every- 
thing they do. They work to- 
gether, walk and swim together, 
and even decorate their house in 
Isla Verde, near Sar Juan, Puer- 
to Rico, together. All the wives 
are deeply interested in their 
husbands’ work. 

Each of these unusual hus- 
bands has been married previ- 
ously. 


The Viscountess Russell, the 
former Edith Finch of New 
York, is Lord Russell’s fourth 
wife. The former Oona O’Neill, 
daughter of the late Eugene 
O'Neill, the distinguished Amer- 
ican playwright, is Chaplain’s 
fourth wife. ~ 

Eliot’s first wife died in 1947. 
His present is the former Esme 
Valerie Fletcher. Sir Thomas’s 
spouse, who was Shirley Hudson, 
is his third. His first marriage 
ended in divorce. His second 
wife died. 

Casals first wife is also dead. 

Beecham, the famed conduc- 
tor of London’s Royal Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, is the newly- 
wed of the group marrying in 
Zurich last August. His wife, 
manager of-the Royal Philhar- 
monic, had been associated with 
the peppery and outspoken Sir 
Thomas for the last nine years. 

“In July 1959,” said Sir Thom- 
as, “I realized there was some- 
thing closer and a bit more per- 


sonalized in our friendship. 
That’s why I decided to see. her 
parents.” — 


His account of asking for her 
hand is typical Beecham. 

“TI went along to see them,” 
he explained, ‘“‘and said I would

like to talk about a proposition 
which was preposterous, incon- 
gruous and even monstrous.’”’ He 
was 80 and she 27. 

“They were so dazed by my 
oratorical fireworks,” he added, 
“that they finally let their 
daughter decide.

“She’s the human touch with 
Tommy,” said Beecham’s friend, 
Michael Cherniavsky, cellist, 
“‘and that’s very important to an 
artist. He must have someone 
who understands his moods. She 
does.” . 

When Casals married his pupil 
Marta, Cherniavsky thought this 
a good thing, too. “‘Marta keeps 
his life in order,” he said, “and 
she’s made a better musician of 
him,” 

It would of course, be difficult 
for anyone to make a better 
comedian of Charlie Chaplain, 
but Oona has made the complex 
man extremely happy. 


When Chaplain divorced his 
third wife, actress Paulette God- 
dard, he didn’t seem designed 
for married life. The pessimists 
were wrong. 

Oona, then 18, was an excep- 
tional girl. Although she didn’t 
have a particularly happy child- 
hood, she must have gained ex- 
perience in dealing with unpre- 
dictable geniuses. 

Oona studied dramatic art in 
the early years of World War 
II. She played a few minor roles 
and then one day was introduced 
to Chaplain by a friend who 
hoped the comedian could find a 
part for her in a coming pic- 
ture. Oona didn’t get the part— 
but she got Chaplin.

Wen film world. 

The recipe? “I just struck it 
lucky,”” Charlie once explained. 

He regards mutual understand- 
ing and tolerance as the key to 
marital bliss. Friends say tol- 
erance is mostly on Oona’s side. 
Charlie’s outbursts of temper 
are renowned in the very area 
of Switzerland where the Chap- 
lins live. 

He’s quarreled with the mu- 
nicipality because of noise from 
a nearby rifle range. He’s rowed 
with members of his staff. And 
he’s been involved with disputes 
with the United States Internal 
Revenue authorities. But Oona 
helps smooth it over. 

Lord Russell married a writer 
eight years ago. He met. her 
when she was teaching at Bryn 
Mawr College in Pennsylvania. 

St. Louis-born Eliot — consid- 
ered one of the greatest poets of 
the age—has greatly mellowed 
since his marriage to his secre- 
tary. 

He became a British subject 
through naturalization .in 1927 
and lived in an old fashioned 
apartment in the Chelsea section 
of London. 

After acquiring a bride, he 
moved to the nearby Kensington 
neighborhood, less arty and less 
stylish, perhaps, than Chelsea, 
but nearer to St. Stephen’s Angli- 
can church, of which he is a 
financial secretary. 

He and his wife go out a great 
deal to various social functions 
and to the homes of friends. 
They like to stroll in Kensington 
Gardens. If they are home alone 
they listen to phonograph rec- 
ords and read. They also like 
the theater and the movies. 

This tall, dignified man—who 
holds a string of degrees and 
honorary degrees — had néver 
been seen in public a great deal 
until his second marriage.
